The A/E turf battles draw 
attention 


Although the relationships among the mem- 
bers of the project team -- architects, engi- 
neers, contractors and allied professionals 
-- appear to be unusually productive in Mas- 
sachusetts, that is not the case everywhere. 
Turf battles are notably consuming in many 
states throughout the country as architects 
and interior designers argue over practice 
territory, engineers and architects disagree 
over which professional is empowered to do 
what kind of work, and the disagreements 
often consume a fair amount of time at the 
national level for all professional associa- 
tions. 


In September 1996, the National Council of 
Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB) 
published an article co-authored by NCARB's 
Sam Balen FAIA and Boston construction 
lawyer Carl Sapers titled "Buildings for Hu- 
man Habitation Must be Designed by a 
Registered Architect." In a cover note at- 
tached to this article when it was distributed 
nationally, Balen writes that the article was 
prepared "to respond to charges and claims 
made by the National Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers (NSPE) respecting the right 
of engineers to design projects intended for 
human habitation." In describing the article 
he co-authored with Sapers, Balen said 
readers might find it "interesting, provoca- 
tive and forceful; it is intended as such." 


The paper, which is now available from the 
BSA, is a six-page exploration of the differ- 
ences between the requirements to qualify 
as an architect or as an engineer, the ways 
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in which registration statues distinguish be- 
tween architecture and engineering, and 
how the courts have recognized that distinc- 
tion. The article cites a good deal of case 
law.

There is a future...and 
there is a Plan! 


After three years of assessing the future of 
the design professions in the building indus- 
try, the BSA's "future search" effort reached 
a plateau a few months ago with the publica- 
tion of a stunning little brochure describing 
the process and the results. In the last issue 
of the ChapterLetter, we noted that a copy of 
this "future search" brochure was inserted in 
the ChapterLetter and we have since dis- 
covered that for many readers it was not...so 
we are inserting it again this month. 


Not only is there a future, as the brochure 
suggests, but the BSA also has planned a 
course to that future. Throughout 1996, 
current BSA President Roger Goldstein FAIA 
chaired a BSA Long-Range Planning Com- 
mittee to assimilate the “future search" and 
other data that the profession has been 
developing over the past several years in 
order to reexamine the role and mission of 
the BSA itself. The result is described in the 
just-published Long-Range Plan, a copy of 
which is also inserted in this issue of the 
ChapterLetter. 


The Plan, not unlike the "future search" 
report, is full of optimism and proposes 
some significant restructuring of the BSA.

The mechanic's lien statute 
has changed 


At the end of its recent session, the Massa- 
chusetts legislature passed a bill that makes 
important changes to the mechanic's lien 
statute (Chapter 254 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws). The changes, which take 
effect on February 7, 1997, significantly 
benefit contractors and subcontractors; they 
do not significantly affect the rights of archi- 
tects. Nevertheless, architects should be 
aware of these changes because owners 
are likely to rely upon architects to ensure 
that forms are completed and filed at the 
proper times during the construction pro- 
cess. 


Who has lien rights? Previously, a lien 
could be filed only in connection with work 
upon a building or structure. The new 
statute extends lien rights to contractors and 
subcontractors for excavation, grading, land- 
scaping, and other sitework, as well as to 
construction managers and persons who 
rent out equipment, appliances, and tools. 
Like the old law, the new statute does not 
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give explicit lien rights to architects or engi- 
neers. 


Filing deadlines for contractors and sub- 
contractors Previously, contractors often 
lost their lien rights because they had not 
filed a Notice of Contract before the comple- 
tion date originally specified in their con- 
struction contracts or because their con- 
tracts contained no expressly stated comple- 
tion date. Under the new law, an owner 
must record with the local registry of deeds 
either a Notice of Substantial Completion 
(signed by the contractor as well) or, if the 
contract has been terminated, a Notice of 
Termination. These notices provide fixed 
starting dates for a series of deadlines 
within which a contractor or subcontractor 
must file a Notice of Contract, a Statement 
of Claim, and ultimately a court action (to 
enforce the lien). 


Protections for lenders The new law 
contains completely new procedures to pro- 
tect construction lenders from losing their 
mortgage priority to contractors who file 
Notices of Contract. A Partial Waiver and 
Subordination of Lien, in a form specified in 
the statute, will now be commonly required 
in connection with each progress payment. 
This form can only be collected from gen- 
eral contractors; it offers no protection 
against liens by subs. To protect them- 
selves fully, owners should require either a 
lien bond from the general contractor or the 
submission of payment affidavits by all of 
the subcontractors as a precondition to 
making each progress payment.

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U.S. job market for architects surveyed 


The BSA has just completed its seventh 
annual survey of AIA chapters in all 50 states 
to get a sense of the varying job markets 
for architects in this country. The BSA sur- 
vey was conducted in the Fall of 1996 and, 
as we go to press, 57 responses have been 
received from all parts of the nation. 


As was the case last year and the year be- 
fore, the news keeps getting better in gen- 
eral. Three years ago, not a single region of 
the country reported that its local economy 
was booming, two years ago seven AIA 
chapters reported booming economies and 
last year 14 AIA chapters reported that 
"we're booming and our firms are desper- 
ate for skilled architects in every experience 
level." This year 21 AIA chapters report that 
their regions are booming. These "boom" 
areas include Oregon, Pittsburgh/South- 
western Pennsylvania, Minnesota, Ken- 
tucky, Houston, Dallas, San Francisco and 
Marin Counties, Santa Clara Valley in Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles, Tennessee, Kansas, 
North Carolina, Georgia, South Carolina, 
Denver, Colorado in general, Kansas City, 
Louisiana, and San Diego. 


In addition, the Central Valley of California 
(Sacramento and vicinity), Philadelphia, and 
Nebraska also report extremely strong 
economies -- as does Boston, which seems 
to be doing quite weil and firms are clearly 
seeking more architects than there are avail- 
able at the moment. An additional 23 AIA 
chapters (that is eight more than last year) 
report that their regions are "purring along 
OK" -- these regions include Vermont, St. 
Louis, Oklahoma City and the surrounding 
areas, Baltimore and central Maryland, sev- 
eral counties in northern California, Con- 
necticut, deep south Texas, Ohio, Tulsa and 
eastern Oklahoma, Montana, lowa, 
Monterey, Detroit and Michigan in general, 
Wisconsin, Spokane, South Dakota, Idaho, 
San Mateo County, Hampton Roads in Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, and Long Island. 


At the next level down, Rhode Island, Santa 
Barbara, Illinois, and Maine report that their 
economies are "flat" and none of these ex- 
pect a turn around anytime soon. 


The most pessimistic reports come from 
Hawaii (Honolulu specifically) and Cleve- 
land, which report that they are in a "down" 
cycle and, while Hawaii is optimistic about a 
turn-around relatively soon, Cleveland sees 
no change for the better on the horizon. The 
most significant piece of news this year 
seems to be California's resurgence. Last 
year at this time, it was hard to get a posi- 
tive word out of any AIA chapter in Califor- 


nia about the future of the economy there 
for architects. This year, the Santa Clara 
Valley seems to typify the wonderfully opti- 
mistic mood of California: that area reports 
that it is booming and that it expects things 
to get even better soon! 


It is also interesting to note that almost ev- 
ery AIA chapter throughout the nation re- 
sponding to this survey believes that its re- 
gion is going to remain pretty much the way 
it is now for the foreseeable future. In the 
survey, we also asked if recent turn-arounds 
in the economy were attributed to solid 
growth in the region or to a specific stimu- 
lus such as the approval of a major bond 
issue. The good news is that of the regions 
that report booming economies, almost all 
attribute it to solid growth (North Carolina 
contributes some of its success to a $1.8- 
billion school bond issue and Pittsburgh, ev- 
eryone will be glad to hear, attributes some 
of this boom benefits to the fact that "Pitts- 
burgh architects are getting jobs in every- 
one else's market"). Among those regions 
reporting that they are "purring along OK", 
there also seems to be a belief that solid 
growth is the reason (although South Da- 
kota and St. Louis report approval of major 
bond issues as among the causes of recov- 
ery, Oklahoma City credits the rebuilding of 
downtown, and the ever-perspicacious 
economy-watchdog in Tulsa, second to no 
one in intuitive understanding of things fi- 
nancial, cites the wonderful catch-up trend 
in commercial, residential, and retail build- 
ing after a decade of stagnation). 


The few regions that reported "flat" econo- 
mies or "down" cycles attribute it generally 
to stagnant economies, although Illinois cites 
the lack of bond authorization and tax caps 
as among its problems and Santa Barbara 
cites the loss of major employers as one of 
its problems. 


So...if you are an architect looking for work, 
were should you go? The answer is: Kan- 
sas City, Denver, South Carolina, Boston, 
Louisiana, Dallas, Minnesota, and Pittsburgh 
and the southwestern portion of Pennsyl- 
vania. All of those regions are looking for 
more architects at many different skill lev- 
els. (Highly experienced people are in de- 
mand in Wisconsin, Montana, Vermont, St.

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Architects and allies fund public education programs 





The Massachusetts design and construc- 
tion industry -- through the Boston Founda- 
tion for Architecture -- has made 13 grants 
totalling $34,500 to help support Massachu- 
setts community education programs that 
promote awareness of design, the built en- 
vironment, and the way in which the public 
shapes the public realm. 


The 13 grant-recipients are among 32 orga- 
nizations and individuals who responded to 
the Foundation's “Investment in the Public 
Realm" RFP last Spring. 


"Over the next decade," the RFP stated, 
"there will be a need to invest in public 
improvements -- in infrastructure such as 
roadways and bridges, to be sure, but also 
in public buildings, schools, parks, stadi- 
ums, recreation facilities, railways and tran- 
sit terminals, airports, water transportation 
facilities, pedestrian walkways, and the other 
essentials of everyday life in towns and 
cities. The Boston Foundation for Architec- 
ture wishes to encourage a greater public 
awareness of the value of well-designed 
public places." 


This was the fourth year in which this RFP 
was issued and, according to Foundation 
Chair Peter Madsen FAIA, once again the 
responses were "extraordinarily thoughtful 
and, on some level, all deserved serious 
consideration." Madsen noted that the lim- 
ited funds available to the Foundation made 
it impossible for the Trustees to offer finan- 
cial support to all of the worthwhile programs 
they had an opportunity to consider. In the 
end, Madsen said, the Trustees decided to 
invest in the 13 efforts described below 
because of their special value and relevance 
to the kinds of public education programs 
perceived by the Trustees to be especially 
valuable. The descriptions below also in- 
clude the names and telephone numbers of 
the appropriate people to call for more de- 
tails on each of the funded projects.

Historic Massachusetts — $3,000 to support 
a series of three conferences entitled “De- 
veloping Downtowns, Revitalizing Historic 
Main Street” and employing experts in archi- 
tecture, preservation, finance, business de- 
velopment and marketing in these commu- 
nity conferences.

Foundation campaign 
nears $1 million 





The 1996-1997 endowment development

Atthe BSA's 129th annual business meeting 
in November, BSA members voted to adopt 
a Board-recommended budget of $1.1 
million dollars, a conservative budget that 
represents no significant change from the 
operating budge adopted last year. 


"Finally, during Lee Cott FAIA's presidency 
in 1996, the BSA Board of Directors was 
able to renegotiate the mortgage on The 
Architects Building and put that issue to 
rest," said new BSA President Roger 
Goldstein FAIA. With that achievement 
behind us, Goldstein added, "it was easier 
to plan a realistic budget that includes a 
‘sinking fund' which we hope to increase 
every year so that we can pay off the first 
and second building mortgages by the end 
of the decade." 


Goldstein also noted that the BSA Finance 
Committee is focusing on ways to re- 
establish the BSA's reserve funds and even 
to create a long-term endowment for the 
BSA designed to buffer the BSA against 
future recessions and similar economic 
challenges.
